'db'ii'tHey please. Mr. Cameron llie niniiai;or, 
became indebted lo the amount of £30,000. 
Mr. McGrot-'or, S80p,(), .jyi!:..Mullini>, X7000, 
Mr. Gwyn, (another ofthe old directom and 
uri;;inal prujeclors) £13,000, of which no ac- 
count was rendered lo the shareholders, and 
of which il is e.vlremely jiroblematicid 
whether the creditors have recovered one 
penny. And one of the auditors, who, it 
may be presumed was a liltio too pryinp, 
found it more convenient to' accept aa ad- 
vance of £2000 than lo enter into di.sagrce- 
nble (luestioiis of vrnchers and cheques. 
.Mr, Iliiiiiplirey Brown, 1'., on the day he 
opened his account |)aiii in £181 14s., and 
he drew money until he was debtor to the 
company lo the amount of XTO.DIH). The 
bank sloppe.l on the 3d of September, I8,)G ; 
liuriii;^ iis e.vi.steiice of ti.v and a half years, 
it exiniiisled the whole of the £158,000, sub- 
scribed by tho shareholders, and lefi them 
besides half a million in debt. The British 
Bank directors were tried for a conspiracy 
10 defraud, and they were oor.vioted. Still 
the heaviest sentence -wai Mwelve' months, 
and theie are ihousands of persona who 
vvouM submit to twelve moathd imprison- 
ment for £.50,000.
